Kansas, Idaho and 'Wyoming it IB a legal 
holiday.

This year the Governor named to-day, 
April 3rd, and recommended that it be de- 
voted to the planting of trees and shrubs.

MOUNT PI.BASANT, Pa., April 2.—At 2 


o'clock this morning the threatened out 
break of strikers in the coke region occur 
red at Morewood Plant. The fight was 
brief and deadly. 
Two rounds of car- 


tridges were fired by the bjud of sixly-fi«e 
guards and seven of the oha-giug mob ol 
striksrs fell dead, while at least forty others 
were badly wounded. Four of the etrik-rs 
killed were Poles; one an Italian aud two 
Slavonians. 


At 12 o'clock small bodies of strikers, 


armed with revolvers, iroa bars and other 
weapon?, gathered and attacked tbe Stsnd- 
ard works, destroying everything movable. 


The . Morowood plant was notified by 


telegraph none too soon. A mob of fully 
1,200 strikers advanced silently in two*le- 
taohments on Morewood; one detachment 
advancing by the main road and tbo other 
scattering over the hills. 
Shortly 
after 


o'clock, at a given signal, a rush was made 
for the works where sixty-five guards, ua 
der the orders of Captain Loar stood wait- 
ing. . The mob mada a break for the fences 
of the company and were ordered to halt 
The only answer was three shots from the 
mob. 
The strikers then dashed toward 


the stables and twice more the command to 
halt was given. 
The only answers were 


yells and threats. Then the order to fire 
was given aud a volley from the Winchest- 
eis drove the rioters back into the hills 
1'ha firing oa both sides continued hardly 
three minutes. Tbe bullets had terrib.e 
effect on the compact mass of strikers, 
while the guards were unharmed. 
Tbe 


dead were left lying in the road while the 
wounded were carried off by friends. 
The 


foreign element among the strikers have 
been driven frantic by the death of their 
countrymen, and ferocious threats of re- 
venge have been made all day. Thousands 
of strikers poured into this place all da; 
and night lowered amidst great fears o: 
what might happen. 


Late to-night two wounded rioters died, 


making a total of nine deaths. 


Reports late to-night from all over the 


region, indicate a fearfully dangerous con- 
dition of affairs, and news that the military 
has been ordered oat was received with sat< 
isfaction. 


None of the men killed wore citizens am 


the trouble ia almost entirely confined to 
the foreign element.

Speed in Ocean Travel. 


"The great drawback," said Mr. BicL- 


ard, one of the agents of the Hamburg- 
American Packet company, "to crossing 
the ocean quicker than we do at present 
ia the expense of coal. More powerful 
engines could be built which would in- 
crease the speed, bnt these engines would 
require so much more coal. The steam- 
ers of the Hamburg-American Packet 
company now consume about 310 to 250 
tons of coal a day; if 850 tons were 
needed daily, these steamers would be 
run at a loss, for, besides the cost of and 
the valuable space required for the addi- 
tional 100 or so tons of coal, more en- 
gineers, more stokers, etc., would be 
needed. But if we went to an unlimited 
expense for the most powerful engines 
in the world the gain of time in crossing 
the ocean would not be more than eight 
or ten hours, so long as coal is used. 


"I have great faith, however, in elec- 


tricity some day or other taking the 
place of coal for the propulsion of ocean 
steamers, and' when that is brought 
about they will be run much cheaper. 
The weight of tho coal does not make 
tho steamer slower; that has nothing to 
do with it. 
Sometimes a weighted 


steamer goes faster than one that is'not 
weighted, all depending upon the wind 
and weather. 


"Steamers can never go as quick as 


locomotives, because they havo to con- 
tend against water and air, whereas the 
railroad cars have only air as a resist- 
ance. Assuming the maximum speed of 
a locomotive to be about sixty miles an 
hour over short distances, it may be said 
that it goes three times as rapidly as a 
steamer, although the average time made 
by the fastest limited express train is 
only twice the average time made by a 
fast steamer."—Epoch. 


The Kitten Will Touch for This. 


One the seventh floor of the St. Cathe- 


rine flats, at Fifty-third street and Madi- 
son avenue, a particularly pretty Mal- 
tese kitten lias the good fortune to live. 


Her favorite snoozing place is on the 


seat of one of the windows overlooking 
the court yard. This window happened 
to be open for a few minutes the other 
morning, and the kitten, quite carried 
away by the novelty of the idea, stepped 
out upon the window ledge to take a 
cat's eye view of the yard below and the 
surrounding country generally. 


An instant later her paws slipped 


from under her upon a piece of ice and 
over she went. She fell a trifle of some 
six stories and then landed feet fore- 
most just upon the extreme edge of the 
roof of one of the outbuildings. But so 
terrific was the force with which she 
landed there'that she bounced from off 
the roof like a rubber ball, and after 
this instant's respite continued on her 
headlong journey toward the ground.

Machine for Shaping aud Boring Fast Anns 


An ingenious machine is used in Eng- 


land for preparing telegraph post arms. 
These arms are usually made from'the 
best selected English oak, and vary in 
length from two feet to four feet. They 
are in the first case planed on tbe four 
sides by means of a special planing ma- 
chine, and then sawed to the exact 
length required by means of a double 
cross cut sawing machine made specially 
for the purpose. The arms are then 
passed on to the shaping machine, which 
rapidly and effectively does its work. 
The machine is quite self contained, and 
has thedriving shaft placed overhead and 
supported upon standards fixed to the 
main bed. 
The arrangements for deal- 


ing with the various lengths of arms 
have been carefully worked out. 
At the 


official test of the machine the wooden 
arms were finished at the rate of three 
per minute.—New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser.

Free Coinage.

EDITOH STATR JOUENAL: As the lime is 


approaching when the people of Nevada 
through the organizations of the two p >- 
litical parties will be called upon to parlic- 
ipats in the nomination of candidates for 
President of the United States, il is well to 
consider the matter thoroughly by confer- 
ence and interchange of views through the 
public prints and otherwise. At all times, 
except during a political campaign, there 
seema to bs a unanimity of sentiment 
among the people of Nevada that the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver is of par- 
amount interest to this State, but in the 
heat of a political contest the majority of 
the people place the success of party above 
free coinage by sustaining the party and 
the measures which are antagonistic to the 
silver interest.

This law is BO odious to the people of the 
States of the Valleys of the Mississippi, 
Missouri and Ohio rivers as being in its 
design, tendencies, scope and effect the 
fostering of monopolies, the making of 
millionnirei of the few and paupers of the 
many, tlut I fear all other questions will 
be regarded aa of minor importance by the 
National Convention, and Cleveland be 
called to the front.

nomination the duty of the Democrats of 
Nevada ia plain. 
Free coinage of silver 


being of paramount interest and the vital 
issue of Nevada, if a gold bug is nomi- 
nated the Democrats should refrain from 
putting an electoral ticket ia the field.

RELICS FKOM THE SHIPS, 


SOME OF THE QUEER THINGS SEEN 


IN OLD SOUTH STREET. 


Quaint Figureheads Whloli Have Inter- 


esting Histories—How Some of Them 
Were Handled Daring the Draft Blots. 
A Pessimistic Old Salt. 
A battered looking old fellow, wearing 


an antiquated chin beard that was the 
color of picked oakum, stood on South 
street yesterday, gazing at one of the big 
clipper ships that was loading prepara- 
tory to a trip around the Horn to San 
Francisco. His gaze waa somber. He 
seemed in some way discontented with 
affairs as they stood. Evidently he was 
not pleased with his immediate sur- 
roundings. 


"Handsome ship, that," remarked a 


bystander to the veteran. 


"Humph," snorted he of the oaken 


beard. "Mebbe you're a jedge o' ships." 


"Well, no, but 1 thought" 
"Oh, you did," retorts the veteran. 


"Well, I thort you did. Well, that air 
clipper she air well enough for her. I 
ain't sayin' she ain't a bit handsome to 
look at, but I've seen a heap better. Thar 
w«z the Davy Crockett. She waz a ship 
as was hansum an' as did hansum. An' 
there wuz—but what'a the use? Times 
is changed an' ships is changed an' Sontl 
street is changed. There's more wreck 
along here than anything else. 


"What d'ye think I seen along here 


a while ago? Well, I went in one o- 
thorn junk shops where they keeps al 
sorts of things that they picks up from 
old ships, an' shiver me ef thar in tha 
shop wuzn't the figurehead of a ship : 
sailed in thirty years ago. 'Twuz al 
battered an' broke, but I knew it at once 
Well, I bought it, an'I'm goin' to tab 
it up to C'nettykut, where I live, an 
keep it there. An' I ain't goin' voyagin 
through South street any more. 
It 


makes me feel like a castaway hulk my 
self!" With this the ancient one re- 
lapsed into u silence which he would not 
break. " 


THE OLD STYLE FIGUREHEAD. 


In one respect the old salt was right 


enough. 
South street can show an 


abundance of queer relics of wrecks anc 
relics of brave men who have gone down 
to the sea in ships within the last thirty 
years or move. There are a number ol 
shops that keep all sorts of queer thinga 
on hand. They pick theso things up in 
a variety of ways, and there is a consid- 
erable sale for them. 


There are figureheads, for instance. 


In the olden time every ship of any pre- 
tensions had a figurehead. Owners of 
vessels vied in their efforts to secure fine 
designs, and the enterprising gentlemen 
who modeled the representations of fair 
maids, sea nymphs, of trim midshipmen 
or of admirals in uniform did a right 
pretty business. A simple sort of scroll 
work has taken the place of the dashin 
figures of the past. 


Of course; there are exceptions. The 


big English four master, the Falkland, 
has an excellently modeled representa- 
tion of the Fair Maid of Perth above her 
cutwater. 
Tho clipper ship Seminole 


has a Semiuolo brave in full war paint, 
and there are others. In the main, how- 
ever, the old time figurehead has fallen 
into desuetude. 


Just off South street, before a shop in 


which nautical instruments are sold, 
there is the figure of u sailor that has 
evidently seen many and many (i storm, 
He looks a« though, he had been crimped 
and shanghaied times beyond number. 
Part of hw nose is gone, some one has 
made a pot shqt at one of his eyes, but 
there is a jaunt}-, wicked leer upon his 
face and an expression that says: 


"Here's a t-alt as has sailed, an' be 


blowod to yo!" 


EPFIOV OP GEN. BOLIVAR. 


There uro a couple of old figureheads 


to be seen on South street that have had 
very hard experiences on land as well ns 
on sea. One of theso is an effigy of Gen. 
Bolivar, and was the figurehead of the 
ship of that name. 


.ipu.-illy the effigy was so painted as 


to appear dressed in full naval uniform, 
cocko.l !i:U und all. At the timo of the 
draft i,i,;s the rioters, having nothing 
elso t > uo at one time, stood across the 
street and fired bullets at him. He re- 
ceived lull many a wpundtlmt day, but 
he f,1an<!s in his place still, stiff and 
erect. 


Another figurehead fared even worse 


at the same hands. It was intended to 
ropresen t Samuel Kiinball, of Kennebec, 
Me., IrtH it left the sea some forty years 
ago. 
Ii was then placed where it now 


stands, to call attention to a store. The 
draft rioters had rare sport with it one 
clay. They tied a rope around its neck, 
Iragged it hero and thero in wild glee, 
Then they made it the central figure of 
a bonfin-. Just as it waa being consumed 
;he police came down aud rescued it. 
it was repainted, and today, impassive 
md dignified, it pusses its time studying 
iirmnTi r.nturo as it is on South street. 


But thoro arc other curios to .be found 


n 
this locality besides figureheads. 


There is one shop where more or loss 
warlike articles can be found. There 
•ou can seo ugly weapons taken from 
Chinese und Malay pirates; you can find 
racer looking weapons taken irom na- 
:ivos on the African coast or the war 
clubs of tho Patagonians—at least you 
will bo told they are.—New York Mail
